INTRODUCTION. 


To the taxpayers and voters of the town of Berlin :— 


In presenting to you our second annual report for the 
fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1856, it is gratifying to be 
able to state that for the year just closed, as well as for 
the previous year of our administration, we have suc- 
ceeded in keeping the expenditures below the appropria- 
tions, thus showing a decrease in the debt of the town of 
$4,699.84 for the year 1895. To which add a decrease 
of $7,037.85 for the year 1894 and we show a total de- 
crease of $11,737.09 during the two years in which we 
have held office. 

The amount of money paid out for fire purposes has 
been quite heavy. This was unavoidable, owing to the 
forest fires which occurred on the east. side of the An- 
droscoggin river, and which had to be fought so persist- 
ently, night and day, witha large increase of help ove 
the regular staff of the fire department. We would 
recommend a more liberal appropriation of money for the 
fire department. 

We would call your attention to the necessity of rais- 
ing money for and building an extension of Hillside 
avenue across ‘*Dead river” and over the Grand Trunk 
Railroad, connecting with Second avenue on the west- 
erly side of said railroad. (The decision of the Railroad 
Commissioners granting permission to build a level 
crossing over the Grand Trunk Railroad was not receiver 
in time to commence work last fall). 
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We would further recommend that an appropriation be 
made for a highway to be laid out on the easterly side of 
the Androscoggin river, so as to connect the bridge on 
Mason street, leading to the Boston & Maine railroad 
station with the bridge crossing the river at or near S. 
E. Paine’s residence 

We respectfully call your attention to the necessity of 
providing a better and more substantial sidewalk on the 
westerly side of Main street between the storé of C. S. 
Clarke and C. C. Gerrish & Co. 


With pleasure we refer to the improvement made and 
convenience to the public in 1:emoving the ledge from 
and leveling off Post Office square. Iso the great 
benefit derived from the erection of a substantial drink- 
ing fountain thereon, for public use. We would recom- 
mend that a drinking tubbe put in at or near Berlin 
Mills store, another at some suitable place on the high- 
way leading to Milan, also one onthe highway leading 
to Gorham, all for public purpose. 

During the year there has been laid 1359 feet of new 
sewer, thoroughly piped, as _ follows: 334 ft. on 
Mechanic St., 350 ft. up Hillside avenue, 175 ft. from 
Main road to river by Cross’ machine shop, 250 ft. on 
Church St. and 250 ft. on High St. 

In new streets, two have been built during the year, | 
one called ‘‘Norman” in Berlin Mills district, the other 
(unnamed) running south by the M. E. church from 
Mt. Forist street. An extension of Willard street from 
Emery to Hillside avenue, has also been completed. 
We wish to state here, forthe purpose of acquainting 
the public and for the benefit of the incoming board, 
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that they have no idea of the numerous appeals made by 
preperty holders for new streets and extension of streets 
to convene thei: several wants, some of whom think that 
the only action necessary to be taken is, to simply ask | 
the selectmen to give them what they want and the same 
canbe granted without further consideration. All of 
which 1s wrong, as nothing, whatever, in this line can be 
accomplished except by a legai petition to the select- 
men, then to b2 followed by a leg il hearing, etc., there- 
on. We hope, however, that in the near future, more 
new streets and extension of streets for the benefit of all 
concerned may be provided. We also wish to remind 
the public that the board of selectmen have no authority 
or control over any elective officer. The want of such 
knowiedge has at times, caused the board much un- 
necessary trouble accompanied with no small degree of 
needless censure. 

In electric lights, eight new ones have been put in for 
street lighting, in compliance with public needs. 

In sidewalk improvements we are able to report that 
over 1100 yards of new concrete sidewalk has been laid, 
one half the cost being borne by property owners, front 
of whose residences and stores it has been ‘completed, 
including the Grand Trunk Railway Co., where exten- 
sive blasting and removing of rocks had to be done be- 
fore a suitable walk could be made to their passenger 
station. 

We invite a careful perusal of the reports of all the 
town officers, especially the treasurer’s to be found else- 
where. Wemost heartily approve the various com- 
mendable suggestions and recommendations. Particu- 
larly do we cali attention to the police justice’s detailed 
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report, which must satisfy the mind of every candid, un- 
prejudiced citizen, that a large amount of work, in the 
way of liquor prosecutions, fines and commitments has 
been accomplished.

To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
that portion of the highway laid out by F. I. Bean, C. 
C. Noyes and G. Coffin, Selectmen of Berlin, the 25th 
day of May, 1867, which is described as follows: Begin- 
ning at a stake in the County road leading from Berlin 
Falls to West Milan at the place where the road branch- 
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es off to Daniel Green’s mill, thence running north 
twenty degrees, east to a stake twelve rods, then north 
twenty degrees, east to a stake nine rod; to the line of 
the Grand Trunk Railway and being across land former- 
ly owned by Daniel Green.

To the Crtizens of Berlin:--- 


Gentlemen :—At the present time there are more peo- 
ple being helped by the town than at any time during 
the past year. There area large number out of em- 
ployment, while a larger number have become paupers 
through sickness. The diphtheria and scarlet fever cas- 
es have been expensive, especially so where they have 
been quarantined. You will notice by the foregoing re- 
port that the town bill has increased a very little over 
last vear, while the county bill has decreased in a larger 
proportion. There is an actual decrease over last year 
in both bills of $329.71. The reason I assign to this 
increase in the town bill is that as the town grows older 
more people are gaining residences each year, thus 
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making them, when assisted, town paupers instead of 
county charges. 

Of the principal town charges, Sam. Odette was taken 
again to the County farm last fall, insane. Since then 
he has left that place and gone into Canada, thus freeing 
the town from paying his board tothe county. His fam- 
ily, a wife and three small children, we are helpiug to 
the extent of two dollars a week and paying house rent. 
The family of Joiletts children (orphans), of which there 
are five, are costing the town two dollars a week, which 
I consider very reasonable. In the case of Carl Stein- 
berg the doctors’ bills represent sickness of four different 
members of the family, including himself. Two of them 
were diphtheria cases which were quarantined. 

Our town bill must necessarily increase, until it ranks 
with other towns in the county. As it is at present, our 
annual expenditure for pauper Support is smaller than 
most towns in the county, half as large as Berlin, and 
we actually have today, a larger population than any 
two of them, and have more than double as many _ poor 
people as any one of them, and these are the people 
paupers are made from. I believe, with careful manage- 
ment, the county bill can be kept within a reasonable 
limit, and the county commissioners will bear me out in 
the statement that Beilin, with all its foreign laboring 
population and dull business season, has the best show- 
ing for its pauper claims of any town in Coos county. 
There are no charges for feeding tramps the present 
year, owing to the dissatisfaction of 1894 in tramp bills, 
I dreaded to feed them dry crackers and water, rather 
scanty fair, but I find we have fewer tramps, and thus 
far, three barrels of crackers have been consumed. 
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In concluding this report. I would say: I shall be 
pleased at any time to talk with any who desire any in- 
formation, or who can furnish any, pertaining to this 
department. Having taken this office three years ago, 
when the net pauper bills were in excess of five thous- 
and dollars, I feel interested in seeing it kept about where 
it is today, and I take this Opportunity to thank ail those 
who have so kindly assisted me in various ways. It has 
been appreciated, and also been a great help to me.

The rapid growth of the town and the crowding in 
tenements make it no small matter for one man to look 
after the sanitary condition of the whole town, but the 
endeavor has been to secure impartially the best interests 
of all.

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Owing to the acquisition of nearly 1000 volumes from 
the circulating library at Berlin Mills, in August, there 
was pressing need of more room at once. The trustees se- 
cured the use of two larger rooms in the Clement block, 
at arent of 8.00 per month, including heat, and in one 
of them placed five wooden stacks, leaving space for a 
sixth when needed. ‘These stacks, together with the 
shelving previously used, have a capacity of about 3000 
volumes. Additional shelves can be placed so as to> 
make the capacity about 4000 volumes. Wefore our 
library attains that size, itis hoped that a town building 
will be erected, containing rooms especialiy designed 
for library use. One of these should easily have a capa- 
city of 5000 volumes, with space for half as many more 
by crowding. The stacks shouw]d be of iron. Our 
library will probably increase by the average yearly ad - 
dition of 250 volumes for the next five years. After 
that, it is thought the accessions will be larger. There 
should also be a commodious reading room anda 
smaller waiting room. We have no reading room at 
present, and our waiting room even now is filled to over- 
flowing one or two evenings a week. 

The addition of so many books at once, the labor re- 
quired in cataloging them, and also of providing accom- 
modations for them, made unforeseen inroads on the 
funds at our disposa!. Our rent was doubled, insurance 
trebled. new and more expeyisive apparatus for handling 
the books was required, nearly a hundred needed to be 
rebound, and it soon became evident that the publica- 
tion of a catalogue must be deferred till another year, 
unless much extra money was raised by personal effort. 
We considered these demands as the best evidence of 
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increasing usefulness of the institution, and although 
they taxed our resources sorely, they were none the less 
welcome. As there will be no such extra expense the 
coming year, it was thought best to allow some of it to 
be carried over to next year. Accordingly, the charges 
for cataloging, which required the daily labor of one per- 
son (part of the time two) for ten weeks, do not appear 
in this report. That expense will be $40 00. The 
town is to be congratulated, however, on obtaining such 
an excellent collection of books as were given by the 
Circulating Library Association. With very few ex- 
ceptions every book is a valuable addition—the fiction, 
of which, naturally, it mostly consists, is of the first 
class, while the historical works, also those on literature 
in general, and those dealing in natural science, are all 
standard, and accepted authority on the subject treated. 
The following figures may be of interest in connection 
with the gift.

A number of these books were out of repair, and were 
rebound, at an expense of about 36 oo. This might 
have been deterred till next year, but as it would thereby 
necessitate the withdrawal from circulation of the most 
popular books in the library, it was thought best to incur 
the expense this year, and give the public the immedi- 
ate benefit. 

Miss Johnson’s failing health obliged her to withdraw 
from the library early in May, and she did not return 
until the first of February following. This happened at 
a most inopportune time, for obvious reasons, but we 
were very fortunate in the substitutes we obtained dur- 
ing her absence. Mr. J. W. Condon, of Bowdoin col- 
lege, attended the library during the summer months, 
and to his pains-taking care, accuracy and judgment, is 
largely due the excellent and well-nigh flawless manner 
in which the books from Berlin Mills were arranged and 
cataloged. Miss Dawn Fernald, of Wellesly college 
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also did valuable work in this direction. Others, who 
kindly attended to the delivery during Miss Johnson’s 
absence, were Mr. Harry D. Green, Miss Clara Ward- 
well, Mrs. Grace O’Donnell, Miss Annie C. Hamlin and 
Mr. Elmer J. Noyes. It is evidence of the careful man- 
ner in which they performed their duties, that only one 
book is missing from the shelves, and not accounted for. 
Considering the circumstances which have obtained this 
year,- removal, frequent changes of attendants, etc., we 
deem the loss of but one book somewhat remarkable. 

It is with pleasure we call vour attention to the in- 
creased average circulation, as shown in the report of the 
librarian. Also to inform you that it has been found 
necessary to open the institution Mondays as well as 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. Although, at this writing, 
the librarv has been open but two Mondays, there is 
already aburdant evidence of the wisdom of such a 
move. We hope the time is not far distant when the 
town can afford to open the library daily, possibly Sun- 
days, as such an institution should be accessible at all 
times. An assistant, who shall carry books between 
desk and stacks, will expedite delivery on busy days, 
besides saving the librarian many needless steps, and 
willsoon become an actual necessity. A small boy 
could do this work well, and the expense would be prob- 
ably about $12 00 per year. 

In order to bring the schools‘into closer connection with 
the library, and until Miss Johnson can put in practice 
some of her methods in this direction, a key to the rooms 
has been placed in each school building, where there are 
grades above the fifth, that any teacher may be able to 
consult the books at anytime. Most of the teachers are

availing themselves of this privilege in a manner very 
gratifying to the trustees. 

Several accidents to the oil lamps in use in the rooms, 
by one of which we narrowly escaped disaster, warned 
us to discontinue their use, and on the 20th of December 
last, we placed electric lights in the library. Besides 
eliminating an element of danger, this has lightened the 
work of the librarian, (no pun intended) and gives a 
better working light among the book-stacks, thereby 
accelerating delivery. 

Great care is taken to prevent the dissemination ot 
germs of contagious diseases by means of library 
books During the recent epidemics of scarlet fever and 
diphtheria, books coming from infected families were in 
every case either thoroughly fumigated, or destroyed and 
replaced. In no case were books allowed to be taken 
by anyone dealing with infected persons. 

In August, Rev. James Goodwin, a member of the 
board of trustees, removed from town. In accordance 
with legal requirements, the selectmen appointed Mr. H. 
W. Whittemore, Principal of the High school, to fill the 
-esulting vacuncy. We regretted the loss of Mr. Good- 
win, as he was actively interested in all that pertained to 
the work of the library, and his judgment in the selection 
of books. especially of juvenile fiction, was always ex- 
cellent, and approved by those severest of critics, the 
school boys. 

[t wiil be seen that the financial report gives no item 
of lumber or other materials used in fitting up the rooms 
now occupied. This is because Mr. F. M. Clement 
offered the necessary lumber to the library free of 
charge. He alsomaintains an even heat in the rooms 
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throughout the winter, and as it is necessary for the 
librarian to work on other days than opening days, 
this is a great Convenience. | 

The trustees wish here to express their gratitude to 
those ladies who contributed in so many ways, to the 
success of the May breakfast-last May, by which we 
netted a helpful sum, and_ to F. M. Clement, who at 
some inconvenience to himself, made ready for the oc- 
casion an unfinished store in his block. 

Miss Johnson is an active member of the N. H. Li- 
brary Association. and also of the Massachusetts Libra- 
ry Club, from the latter of which she receives monthly 
an approved list of fiction, of much assistance in select- 
ing books tor purchase. 

W'e see no reason why our town should not take pride 
in its library and in the light of the foregoing facts give 
it generous support. We invite your thoughtful consid- 
eration of the report of our librarian, a lady who enters 
heart and soul, into a work for which she is peculiarly 
qualified, and who leaves no stone unturned that will be 
conducive to the best interest of the library and its pat- 
rons.

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Owing to enforced absence from the library during 
most of the year just ended, my report must necessarily 
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consist of little more than a brief statement of the pres- 
ent condition of the institution as I find it on my recent 

eurn to my duties as librarian, and to suggestions for 
the furtherance of its usefulness in the community. 

[am happy to inform you that several evils which 
have hitherto existed in connection with the library, are 
gradually disappearing from view. In regard to the co- 
operation of library and schools, there has been great 
advance made, but there is abundant room for further 
progress in this direction. Several of the teachers in 
grammar grades make much use of works on history and 
travel, and have evidently done much missionary work 
among their pupils to lead them to cultivate the ‘read- 
ing habit.” Butterworth’s ‘“‘Zigzag Journeys” have be- 
come quite popular in no other way, I am convinced, as 
they are not yet published in a printed catalogue; hence 
no one has any convenient way of knowing that they are 
in the library. Other works of travel are circulating 
amongst the school children, whereas a year ago chil- 
dren never thought of reading anything other than 
Trowbridge, etc. I would suggest another way in which 
a great deal might be done—viz.: let the school board 
put a copy of Sargent’s ‘‘Reading for the Young” into 
each school room in town, the librarian having previous- 
ly gone through the book, and marked the library num- 
ber opposite cach book that can be found in our collec- 
tion, repeating the process during vacations, thus keep- 
ing the books up to date. Thus each teacher would 
always have a complete catalogue of books to be found 
here in history, travel, science, or any subject desired, 
and the benefit accruing therefrom can hardly be estim- 
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ated. Miss Sanborn, of the Manchester library, informs 
me that this plan has been very successful there. 

A comparison of figures siows that the total circula- 
tion this year is nearly double the year preceding. This 
too when there is no adequate catalogue printed. I 
would urge the advisability of issuing one immediately, 
as the only bulletin now available for public use consists 
solely of fiction; and patrons find it difficult to ascertain 
the resources of the library in other directions. The 
card catalogue exists, and is used to a gratifying extent, 
but the majority of our readers do not know what they 
want, and select books whose titles ‘‘sound interesting.” 
Such persons want a list of titles from which they can 
choose; to them a card catalogue, be it ever so careful- 
ly made, is of little use. At the same time, the latter is 
indispensable, especially for students, who, I am glad to 


note, form an ever-increasing proportion of our readers. 

Some very valuable reference books have been added 
the past year, particularly Larned’s ‘‘History for Ready 
Reference,” Wheeler’s ‘*‘Noted Names of Fiction,” the 
‘‘Brittanica,” Brewer’s ‘‘Reader’s Handbook,” and _ oth- 
ers. To do the most good, all books in this department 
shou!d be shelved in the waiting room, where they can 
be consulted without resorting to cards and slips. I be- 
lieve there would be little or no danger of loss on this 
account, and I would suggest that shelves be placed in. 
the room mentioned, for the accommodation of these 
books and others that may be added. Boys frequently 
sit in the visiting room by the hour, reading such boolrs 
as they find lying on the table, and good reference 
books should be within their reach. 

I would especially call your attention to the small per- 
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centage of work in Natural Science now in the library, 
and to the disproportionately large percentage of works 
of fiction. ‘To make this the more evident, I have a com- 
parative table showing the percentages of prominent de- 
partments in a model library (that of the American 
Library Association, exhibited at Chicago in 1893; may 
be considered the standard) and in our Berlin Librarv.

Thus it will be seen that while our proportion of fic- 
tion is nearly three times too large, that of other depart- 
ments is ridiculously small, particularly that of natural 
science. I wouldsuggest that some of these depart- 
ments receive more attention the coming year, especially 
as they are Often drawn upon, and patrons as often dis- 
appointed. 

The annual examination of books to ascertain the 
number missing or mispiaced was done without inter- 
rupting the regular work of the library, agreeable to 
your suggestion. One volume is apparently lost. One 
other is missing, but cannot be accounted lost as yet. 

The ratio of circulation to population has increased 
this past year to I per capita. The previous year it was 
I-2 per capita. It is hoped that the ratio will soon reach 
the average of 2 per capita reported from most libraries. 

About 28 books need rebinding at present, and are 
withdrawn from circulation till that is done. I[ have- 
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thought best to state the number of books rebound in 
the statistics, as the growth in usefulness of a_ library 
is better estimated by the number of books worn out, 
than by the number added from year to year. It will be 
seen that some books were rebound which are styled 
“new.” These are books in various stages ot disinterga- 
tion. presented to the library in that condition. By ‘*old” 
books are meant books worn out wholly by circulation 
in this library.
